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Herman Woodrow “Woody" Blevins 

October 19, 1916 - May 6, 1987 



My first encounter with Woody Blevins was in the late 1940's. 
He was employed as a produce clerk in a one-store grocery "chain" 
in Kingsport, Tennessee. The owner of the store was Thomas 
LaGuardia, Sr., cousin of the late Fiorello LaGuardia, mayor of New 
York City from 1 933 to 1 945. A product of a broken home. Woody 
had been taken in at the age of six and reared by the LaGuardia 
family. 

Woody was born in Carter County, Tennessee, on October 19, 
1916. He moved back to Tennessee in 1934 after 1 2 years in New 
York with the LaGuardias. Immediately he began working at 
LaGuardia's store, having little or no money at the time. He later 
bought interest in the store company in 1946. 

I had very little contact with Woody until his retirement in 1976 
from the grocery store chain, then featuring 48 stores. He was 
executive vice-president of the chain at his retirement. 


Woody was a hard-working individual and very conservative in 
his financial affairs. I remember him telling me that when he started 
working in the grocery store, Mr. LaGuardia promised to match his 
savings dollar-for-dollar. In the 1 930's the grocery store was open 
from 7:00 a.m. until 11:00 p.m., six days a week. After closing 
every Saturday night. Woody and Mr. LaGuardia would drive a truck 
to Florida, pick up a load of produce, and arrive back in Kingsport 
just in time to open the store at 7:00 o'clock on Monday morning. 
Thus they worked seven days a week. 

During World War II, Woody got a leave of absence from the 
grocery store and served as a pilot for a major airline from 1941 
to 1 943. He was a pilot trainer for the U.S. Army Air Force from 
1943 to 1945. 

Woody's introduction to numismatics was in the early 1 980's, 
though he had occasionally purchased a foreign coin while traveling 




abroad after his retirement. I believe his first coin purchase in the 
United States was a 1795 Bust Half Dollar in Fine condition. The 
history related to this early coin sparked his interest. 

For a short time his collecting habits seemed to have no rhyme 
or reason. If he liked the looks of a coin or collection, or if he thought 
he was getting a good deal, he would purchase it. Unfortunately, 
like most of us when we start collecting, Woody paid too much 
for some items, made a few mistakes, and occasionally got hold 
of some counterfeit coins. However, as he read and studied his 
numismatic books, he became more knowledgeable and patient in 
his buying. 

One of the many things l admired about him was his interest in 
obtaining and using his numismatic library. I gave him a copy of 
Penny Whimsy for Christmas in 1980. After that, he purchased 
literature pertaining to all of the coin series he collected. 

Woody finally zeroed in on Bust Halves and Bust Dollars. These 
two series turned out to be his first love. In the last few years, most 
of his efforts were in these two areas. 

Those who have had business transactions with Woody know 
how he liked to bargain and haggle on the price of coins or, for that 
matter, any other purchases. It seemed that he enjoyed this almost 
as much as the acquisition itself. 

I can't help but reflect on some of Woody's peculiarities with 
regard to coin collecting. Having spent most of his working life in 
the grocery business, it seemed his thinking always reflected this 
occupation. I can remember as I was leaving to attend a coin show 
he would ask me to pick up a half dozen Trade Dollars, a dozen 
Large Cents, two dozen Bust Halves, or a pair of 1 796 Half Cents. 
(I "picked up" the two Half Cents at the E.A.C. show in Cincinnati 
for him.) 

It was difficult for anyone to get Woody out of some of his coin 
thinking and buying habits. For instance, when I would purchase 
a large lot of Bust Halves, he would simply divide the price that 
he had paid by the number of coins {like apples and oranges), and 
he would consider this the price he had paid for each coin. He finally 
became convinced that he must take into consideration other 
factors, including condition, rarity, etc. 

Bust Half Nut Club members Jules Reiver and Larry Wolverton 
helped Woody grow in numismatics. Their assistance in grading 
and attribution, as well as the dispensing of their numismatic 
knowledge, contributed to Woody's growth. 

I am fully convinced that had Woody lived, he would have 
completed the Bust Half and the Bust Dollar series, including all 
of the sub-varieties. He lacked approximately 25 Bust Halves and 
1 6 Bust Dollars. 

Let me mention a few personal things about Woody. One of the 
things that stands out in my mind was his sincerity and honesty. 


His word and a handshake were just as good as any written 
document. He always wanted to make proper settlement of any 
business transaction on the spot. If that were not possible, he would 
document the transaction precisely so it could be taken care of as 
soon as possible. 

In addition, I don't think I have ever seen a man more devoted 
to his wife than Woody was to Thelma. In fact, it was in her hospital 
room following her surgery that Woody had his fatal heart attack, 
while attending to Thelma. 

Thelma has Alzheimer's Disease, and it required almost all of 
Woody's time in his last few years to care for her. This, of course, 
is the reason he did most of his business through the mail or by 
telephone. 

Those of us who were privileged to visit with Woody appreciated 
his company, as he did ours. He could make you feel at home, and 
you could tell how much he enjoyed a visit or talk about coins or 
about anything else. 

As Woody would talk to his new friends, he would ask if they 
had youngsters. Though he and Thelma had no children themselves, 
he was interested in young people, often giving them a few coins 
in a coin folder or a numismatic book to get them started in coin 
collecting. He liked to talk with the youngsters and explain the story 
behind each coin gift. 

Once you made friends with Woody, there wasn't anything he 
wouldn't do for you. Nearly every time I was privileged to visit his 
home, I left with some fruit or other items that he insisted upon 
my taking. What I enjoyed leaving with most were his friendship, 
his love, and observations of his devotion to Thelma. 

I can't help but think of the many more friends that Woody would 
have made if it had been possible for him to travel to coin shows. 
He had planned and was looking forward to attending the ANA 
convention in Atlanta with me last year. He wanted to meet some 
of the many persons with whom he had been in contact, and they 
were also looking forward to meeting him. The people I have talked 
to who have had dealings with Woody were impressed and 
considered him a friend and a gentleman. 

Reflecting back on my association with Woody, I feel that he 
would have wanted his friends and fellow collectors to have the 
opportunity to acquire some of his coins for their collections. 
Through this auction sale, this will be possible. 

I feel that the numismatic world, as well as the general public, 
lost a great friend and person with Woody's passing. The impression 
he has made on me will be everlasting.

George E. Bodway was born in Oakland, California in 1935. 
Mr. Bodway has earned three degrees in engineering physics from 
the University of California at Berkeley; those degrees encompass 
his Bachelor's, Master's and Doctorate. He has authored numerous 
articles in the field of solid state devices and microwave design 
techniques. He is also the author and co-author of a number of 
patents relating to solid state integrated circuits. Mr. Bodway is 
a member of several prominent organizations, including the 
American Physical Society and the Semiconductor Industry 
Association, where he serves as a member of the board of directors. 

Mr. Bodway joined Hewlett-Packard in 1965 as an engineer in 
the Microwave Division in Palo Alto, California. He became general 
manager of the division's Technology Center in 1 970 and supervised 
its relocation to Palo Alto during the early 1970's. While in Santa 
Rosa he served as facilities manager for Hewlett-Packard’s 
combined Santa Rosa activities. In 1981 he became general 
manager of Hewlett-Packard's Information Technology Group where 
he directed the activities concerned with the production of 
integrated circuits for use in very advanced computer systems. 
Today, Mr Bodway is the director of Hewlett-Packards' Systems 
Program Planning organization where he directs the activities 
involving the planning and implementation of Hewlett-Packard's 
computer systems development. 

Mr. Bodway's numismatic career is no less a success story than 
his rise in the advanced data processing industry. We are pleased 
to bring this important sale to you, especially since it is not the intent 
of Mr. Bodway to discontinue collecting.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1794 
FLOWING HAIR TYPE (1794-1795) 

The first 1794 Haff Dollars were delivered in October of 1794. These 
coins, which are identifiable by having the lowest curl near the second 
star, are believed to number 5,300 pieces and are, today, known as 
Overton numbers 105-108. The second delivery, which was accom¬ 
plished by early February 1795, consisted of 18,164 coins. These are 
identifiable by having the lowest curl pierced by the first star and in* 
ckide Overton numbers 101-104. We would estimate that approximately 
1,500 to 2,000 1794 Half Dollars are known. This date is invariably 
found in lower grades and, any specimen which grades a full Extreme¬ 
ly Fine or higher can be considered rare. Mint State specimens are 
extremely rare and virtually all offered for sale as such are no better 
than About Uncirculated. 

There are a total of 10 die varieties for this year. Two of these, 
Overton-109 and Dverton-110, were discovered after the death of Al 
Overton and are both extremely rare. Of the other varieties, the 
Overton-102 and the 0verton-108 are easily the scarcest. Overton-101 
is, by a large margin, the most common variety and probably represents 
as many as 50% of all the recent spec'mens offered for sale. The Blevins 
Collection contains 6 of the 10 varieties for this year. 

The rarity ratings which we are employing in this catalogue are, in 
many cases, significantly different than those found in the Overton 
reference. We wish to thank our friend, Jules Reiver, for his assistance 
in suggesting new, more accurate and updated rarity ratings for all 
of the pre-Turban Half Dollars.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1795 

Robert Scot's Flowing Hair design was continued in 1795. A total 
of 299,680 pieces were struck; by a large margin this is the highest 
mintage figure of the 18th Century for United States silver coins. The 
Half Dollars of this year are, to their type, like the issues of 1794 
are to Cents. The number of die varieties is significant (there are a 
total of 32) and, these include a number of fascinating naked eye types. 

Some of the more interesting of the 32 die varieties for this year 
include Overton-113, which shows the A in STATES cut over an E; 
Overton-129, which shows the second S in STATES cut over a D and 
the double date varieties, Overton-111 and Overton-112. There are, 
as well, a significant group of varieties on which the head is a totally 
different shape than on other varieties of this year. These so-called 
"Small Head" varieties (Overton-126, 127 and 128), have a totally 
different shape of the lowest curve and the arch of the truncation is 
much flatter than on any other variety. 

The majority of 1795 Half Dollars are found in lower grades. Any 
specimen which approaches Mint State is quite rare; although not nearly 
as much so as the 1794. As a rule, specimens display flatness of strike 
at the center and it is very common for pieces to have adjustment 
marks located on the surfaces. Other specimens may show some ir¬ 
regularities at the rims; these are usually caused by the machine which 
was employed for lettering the edges. 

Of the 32 die varieties of this year, the Blevins Collection contains 
26. This is one of the more important offerings of 1795 Half Dollars 
to be made in many years and, collectors should be readily cognizant 
of the fact that many of these varieties virtually never appear for sale 
at public auction.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1796 AND 1797 
DRAPED BUST TYPE, SMALL EAGLE REVERSE 

The Half Dollars of 1796 and 1797 are amongst the rarest and most 
significant of all major United States silver coin types. The total mintage 
for this two-year type is a minuscule 3,918 pieces. Unfortunately, Mint 
records do not indicate the exact number of specimens struck and, 
thus mintage figures are still speculative. However, it is fairly widely 
accepted that a total of 934 1796 Half Dollars were struck while 2,984 
1797 Half Dollars were struck. 

The Half Dollars of 1796 are found in two varieties. The first, 
Overton-101, has fifteen stars on the obverse. The second, Overton-102, 
has sixteen stars on the obverse; this additional star was placed in 
recognition of the admisssion of Tennessee to the Union. Of these two 
varieties, the 1796 sixteen stars is easily the rarest and is almost ahways 
found well circulated. Both of these varieties share a common reverse 
which is easily identifiable by die defects at the C in AMERICA. 

The 1797 Half Dollars have two die varieties. The first, Dverton-101, 
shares the same reverse as that found on the 1796. The second, 
Overton-102, has a different reverse on which the point of the leaf 
is even with the base of the F in OF. As a rule, this date tends to 
be rarer than the 1796 with fifteen stars in higher grades. 

The Blevins Collection contains both types of 1796 Half Dollars as 
well as a 1797 Overton-101. This is truly an outstanding offering which 
may not be repeated for many years to come.

After a three year hiatus, coinage of Half Dollars resumed. As on 
the new Dollars of 1798 and the Half Dimes of 1800, the reverse 
of these coins bore Robert Scot's Heraldic Eagle design. 

A total of 30,289 Half Dollars were struck in 1801. There are only 
two die varieties of this year; on one (0-101) the first A in AMERICA 
does not touch the wing feathers, while on the second (0-102) it is 
embedded ii the wing feathers. The Blevins Collection contains a number 
of examples of both varieties.

As demand for Half Dollars by banks soared, the mintage of this 
denomination was, in 1803, increased to 188,234 coins. There are 
a total of four die varieties for this year. The principle factor in 
determining these is the size of the 3; three varieties have a large 3 
while another has a small 3. All of these varieties appear to be basically 
of the same rarity. 

While this date is quite a bit less rare than its 1801 and 1802 counter¬ 
parts in lower grades, specimens are quite rare in higher grades.

A total of 211,722 Half Dollars were struck in 1805. Overton was 
able to identify 13 different die varieties.

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THE HALF DOLLARS DF 1806 

In 1806, production of Half Dollars jumped to 839,576 coins. There 
are a number of significant types known for this year. An overdate, 
1806, 6 over 5, is known as is the curious variety (Overton-111) in 
which the 6 in the date was punched over an inverted 6. In addition, 
varieties are known which have knobbed or pointed tops to the 6 and 
which show the stem either going through the eagle's claw or not go¬ 
ing through the eagle's claw. 

The 1806 is, along with the 1807, easily the most common date 
of this type. Specimens are plentiful in lower grades but, of course, 
become rare at or about the Uncirculated level. 

There are a total of 27 different die varieties for this year. The Blevins 
Collection contains 25 of these including the rare Overton-126 and 
Overton-127. This is the most significant offering of 1806 Half Dollars 
to be sold in a number of years.

By 1807, Mint Engraver Robert Scot was severely plagued by failing 
eyesight. Accordingly. Mint authorities hired John Reich as Assistant 
Engraver. The first task assigned to Reich was to redesign the gold 
and the silver denominations. Accordingly, Half Dollars and Half Eagles 
were the first coins to receive his new designs. According to numismatic 
legend, in September 1807, 750,500 of the new 1B07 Capped Bust 
Half Dollars were struck. 

There are a total of four die varieties for this year with only one 
of these, Overton-111 being rare. The "50 over 20 reverse" is quite 
popular with collectors as is the Overton-111b subvariety. This latter 
coin is commonly called the "Bearded Goddess" due to the configura¬ 
tion of an obverse die crack which joins the chin and the breast. 

This was a favorite date of Mr. Blevins. His holdings contained no 
less than 17 examples of Overton-112 and 31(0 examples of this date 
altogether.

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THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1810 

A total of 1,276,276 Half Dollars were struck in 1810. There are 
a total of 10 die varieties with all of these being relatively common. 
There is nothing especially notable or remarkable about this year in 
the sense that these die varieties are determined primarily by the position 
of the stars on the obverse. 

The Half Dollars of 1810 tend to come reasonably well struck although 
specimens are apt to show weakness at either of the borders or at 
the eagle's left wing. High grade specimens are somewhat scarce but 
do tend to be available.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1811 

In 1811 a total of 1,203,644 Half Dollars were struck. Three signifi¬ 
cant varieties are known. The first has a Small (or normal) 8 in the 
date. The second has a Large 8 in the date; this numeral is the same 
size as on coins dated through 1817. The final variety is an overdate 
(1811, 11 over 10) on which there is "punctuation" between the 8 
and the first 1 in the date. 

Examples of this date tend to come rather poorly struck with many 
pieces showing little or no definition at the milling. High grade examples 
are somewhat scarce and definitely underrated. 

There are a total of 13 die varieties for this year with 1, Overton-113, 
being legitimately scarce. The Blevins Collection contains all of these 
varieties as well as a number of significant subvarieties.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1812 

In 1812, the obverse die was very subtly changed. This is most notable 
on the curls which are now in higher relief and are somewhat more 
coarse than on previous issues. 

A total of 1,628,059 1812 Half Dollars were struck. An overdate 
(1812, 12 over 11) is known. A very rare variety of this overdate is 
0verton*101 which has a Large 8 in the date. An overdate is also known 
with a Small 8 in the date. The varieties with a Normal Date aU have 
a Large 8. 

This date tends to be somewhat underrated especialy in higher grades. 
It is extremely difficult to find examples which are well struck. The 
overdates are quite rare in high grades. 

A total of 10 die varieties are known for this year. The Blevins 
Collection contains all of these including a very nice example of the 
rare Overton-101 as well as a number of important subvarieties.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1813 

In 1813, a total of 1,241,903 Half Dollars were struck. The most 
notable variety of this year is the popular "Blundered Reverse" 
(Overton-101) on which the value was punched over UNI. The other 
varieties of this year are not especially memorable and are all common. 

Coins of this year hold the somewhat dubious distinction of being 
amongst the most poorly struck of all Half Dollars. Many pieces show 
extremely heavy dash marks or mint-made die swelling which roughens 
the surfaces. This date is easily obtained in lower grades but fully Un¬ 
circulated examples are somewhat scarcer than is generally believed.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1817 

After a one year hiatus in production, Half Dollar coinage was resumed 
in 1817. A total of 1,215,567 pieces were struck. The first two varieties 
of this year are overdates. The 1817, 17 over 13 (Overton-101), was 
struck first and this variety is fairly scarce in all grades. The second 
overdate, the 1817, 17 over 14 (Overton-102), is one of of the great 
rarities of all United States silver coinage. Only six pieces are known 
and most of these are in lower grades. 

Beginning with the Punctuated Date variety (Overton-103), a new 
obverse device was employed. On this design (which represented the 
work of the aging Robert Scot), the finer curb are now in lower relief. 
In addition, the size of the 8 in the date was reduced. 

There are a total of 13 die varieties for this year. A few of these 
are fairly scarce and, of course, the Overton-102 is extremely rare. 
The date tends to be fairly easily obtained in higher grades and one 
can expect much better struck examples than on earlier years. The 
Blevins Collection contains 11 of the 13 varieties plus a number of 
significant subvarieties.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1820 

In 1820, the number of Half Dollars struck was significantly reduced 
with a total mintage figure of 751,122 coins. While limited in terms 
of the number of actual die varieties, this date does contain a number 
of very interesting naked eye varieties. These include two overdates. 
The first of these, Overtone 01, has a small flat-based 2; the second, 
Dverton-102, has a small curve-based 2. The other primary varieties 
of this date show either a Large Date or a Small Date with variations 
of a curled base or square base 2. 

The quality of strike for this date tends to be quite sharp, although 
a number of specimens wil show weakness on the scrofl on the reverse. 
While lower grade examples are extremely common, higher grade pieces 
(especially of the overdates} are actually rather scarce.

In 1823, 1,694,200 Half Dollars were struck. This date is notable 
for a number of very interesting varieties.

3 (Overton-110a). 

1823 also marked the year in which Robert Scot died and was 
replaced by William Kneass as Mint Engraver. 

Examples of this date tend to come reasonably well struck although 
it is not unusual to find specimens with weakness at either the centers 
or on the scroll. Examples of most varieties are readily obtainable in 
all grades up to and including Mint State; some varieties are scarce 
and underrated in higher grades.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1825 

Half Dollar production continued in earnest in 1825 as evidenced by 
the high mintage figure of 2,943,166 coins. This is a somewhat unspec¬ 
tacular year in terms of varieties, although there are a few scarce die 
pairings known. One of these, Overton-109, shows extremely large A's 
in the reverse legend. Another variety, Overton-118, is a new discovery 
and continues to be very rare. 

This date is common enough in all grades, although top-rate Uncir¬ 
culated specimens are slightly underrated. Strikes are usually fairly sharp.

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THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1827 

Production of Half Dollars reached a new record in 1827 when a 
total of 5,493,400 coins were struck. An overdate, 1827, 7 over 6 
is known but this is not an especially rare coin. Other varieties for 
this date are determined by the style of the 2 in the date. 

As one might expect, this is among the most common of all Bust 
Half Dollars and examples can be obtained in virtually any grade. Strikes 
tend to run the gamut from extremely sharp to quite poor and it is 
not unusual to find specimens which are weakly detailed at their borders. 

This date contains no less than 49 different die varieties. The Blevins 
Collection contains 46 of these die varieties. We feel that this is prob¬ 
ably the largest public offering of the die varieties of this year, and 
the serious collector is urged to take advantage; a number of these 
varieties will probably not be offered for sale for quite some time.

In 1828, a total of 3,075,200 Half Dollars were struck. There are 
a number of significant varieties for this year. To coin the Half Dollars 
of 1828, the Mint employed both a Curl Base 2 and a Square Base 
2, as well as, small 8's and large 8's in the date. 

This issue tends to come rather well struck, although it is not un¬ 
common to see examples with visible areas of weakness at the centers 
and the fine details not fuly brought up.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1834 

In 1834, production of Bust Half Dollars increased to a record 
6,412,004 coins. This is probably the most interesting date of the 
1830's with regard to varieties. Pieces are known with Large Dates 
and Small Dates as well as Large Letters and Small Letters. Dne varie¬ 
ty, Overton-106, shows a Large 4 over a Small 4 in the date. Possibly 
the most unusual variety of this date is Overton-118; the so-called 
"office boy reverse.” Dn this variety, the date is doubled and there 
are parts of other letters between ATES in STATES as well as ex¬ 
tremely crude shield stripes.

THE HALF DOLLARS OF 1836 

1836 marked the final year of production for this type. A total of 
6,546,200 pieces were struck; this represents the highest output for 
any Half Dollar until 1858. 

The most interesting variety of this year, Overton-116, shows the 
50 punched over a 00. While once believed to be quite rare, a number 
of pieces have been uncovered over recent years. Early Die States are 
scarce. 

This date is quite common in all grades. However, it can be extreme¬ 
ly difficult to find specinens which are very sharply struck. 

There are a total of 23 die varieties for this year. The Blevins Collection 
contains all of these.

”50 CENTS” REVERSE 

These 1836 Haif Dollars are notable for being the first pieces struck 
for general circulation to be coined on the revolutionary steam press 
which had recently been acquired by the Mint. According to numismatic 
tradition, the very first pieces to be struck on this press were issued 
in early November of 1836. Another significant factor behind the strik¬ 
ing of these coins was that they were made with a close collar; the 
first regular issue United States coins to be struck as such. 

Approximately 1,200 1836 Reeded Edge Half Dollars were struck. 
Sometime in the fall of 1836, Christian Gobrecht cut dies which were 
■itended to be struck at the new weight standard which, for Half Dollars, 
was 206.25 grains or 13.36 grams at .900 Fine. In addition, the diameter 
was reduced from 32.5 millimeters to 30 millimeters. The law which 
authorized this new standard was passed on January 18,1837.1836 
Reeded Edge Half Dollars were thus struck at both the standards of 
1836 and 1837; i.e., the old and the new weight standards. The mint¬ 
age figure in 1837 increased significantly to 3,629,820 pieces. The 
1836 Reeded Edge Half Dollars have long been a favorite of collectors. 
Mr. Blevins especially fancied this issue and, he was able to purchase 
nearly a dozen separate examples in his lifetime. What follows is a 
nice, representative example for collectors of varying budgets.

THE EXTREMELY RARE 1838-0 HALF DOLLAR 


1838-0. Extremely Fine 40. Sharply impressed and somewhat reflective; but with conspicuous hairlines from an old cleaning; 
now naturally retoned in a rich gray shade Struck as a Proof in an original mintage of only twenty pieces; nine or ten examples 
are traced today with two of these impounded. Of the remaining pieces, three grede "Extremely Fine," while at least two others 
are impaired severely enough to grade, at the very highest, "Proof 55." 

K is unknown exactly why the Capped Bust design of 1B36 to 1837 was changed in 1838. The probable reason for this must 
somehow be linked to the wholesale design changes of the 1835 to 1B40 era which occurred on Cents, all silver coins, and 
both Quarter Eagles and Half Eagles. 

In 1838 The New Orleans Mint began the striking of Half Dollars. This occasion was marked by a group of twenty Proofs 
produced in January, 1839 for the Chief Coiner Rufus Tyler. The first specimen to be offered to coin collectors was sold in the 
June 7, 1894 Sate of the Friesner Collection, sold by Edouard Frossard. Col. Green, the great collector and hoarder of the early 
Twentieth Century, at one time owned no less than seven examples of the 1838-0 Half Dollar. However, he carefully guarded 
this fact and few, if any, contemporary collectors or dealers were aware of his incredible holding of this date. 

It is our belief that the 183B-0 Half Dollar is one of the most significant of all United States silver rarities. We have not had 
the privilege of selling a piece at public auction since the specimen which we offered as Lot 1569 in our session of Auction '79. 

In terms erf actual rarity this coin compares favorably to the 1894-S Dime, an issue that routinely realizes a far higher sum 
when sold at auction. As today's numismatic market becomes more appreciative of genuine rarity the current price levels of 
issues such as the 1838-0 Half Dollar will, in the future, appear to have been remarkably low. This piece; therefore, represents 
an important opportunity for the collector of United States Half Dollars, or for the connoisseur of the truly rare.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1794 


The Mint Act of April 2,1792 authorized, amongst other things, the 
coinage of Silver Dollars. These new Dollars were to pass at par with 
Spanish and Mexican Dollars. They were, as well, to weigh 416 grains 
and contain the rather unwieldy ratio of 179 parts copper to 1664 
parts silver. 

Albion Cox, the Assayer of the Mint and David Rittenhouse, the Mint's 
Director, both complained that this fineness was impossible to work 
with. They recommended a reduction of the copper to 10% and a revised 
weight standard of 412.5 grains. Congress, for some unknown reason, 
vehemently opposed this suggestion. Rittenhouse compromised by 
proposing that the silver content be increased from 371.25 to 374.75 
grans. This, in turn, would create a suitable 900/1000 fineness. Thomas 
Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton both found this proposal to be prac¬ 
tical. Rittenhouse firmly beloved that Congress would approve his plan 
and he set about coining the 1794 Silver Dollars. 

Technically, the 1794 Dollar is an illegal coin in that it was struck 
in a non standard ratio. By coining 1794 (and 1795 Flowing Hair) Dollars 
at an unauthorized standard, Rittenhouse unknowingly created a situation 
whereby the depositors of silver bullion were met with substantial losses. 
2.5 grains of extra silver had to be put into each Dollar they received; 
this represented a net loss of 1 % from what they would have received 
had the Dollars been coined at the legal fineness. 

On October 15,1794,1,758 pieces were struck from a single pair of 
dies cut by Robert Scot Dollars were placed into circulation immediately; 
contemporary records indicate that the New England area received them. 
Further contemporary accounts criticized the Doller for its weak impres¬ 
sion. The December 2,1794 issue of the "New Hampshire Gazette" 
wrote; "The touches of the graver are too delicate, and there is a want 
of boldness of execution which is necessary to the durability of the 
currency." 

However, the fault lies in the manufacturing techniques and not in 
the design. After only a few pieces were struck, the dies became 
misaligned vertically (i.e. not in parallel planes). Hence, the left side 
of the coin is almost always very weak and clash marks litter the center. 
Recent research has shown that the Dollars were struck in a press 
intended for Cents and Half Dollars; given this fact, the uneveness of 
strike seems inevitable. 

In his book "Die Varieties of Early United States Coins," Robert Hilt 
contends that the correct mintage figure for the 1794 Dollars is 6,770 
coins. According to Hit, three distinct groups were coined. The first. 


totalling 1,758, were struck on October 15,1794. These are identifiable 
by having been struck by unclashed dies and by their sharpness at 
the lower left obverse. The second group was struck somewhere before 
May 6,1795. Numbering 3,810 specimens, these are distinguished by 
the presence of clash marks as well as dark planchets. The final group, 
claims Hilt, were struck somewhere before May 16,1795 and numbered 
1,182 coins. 

Hilt's theory has been disputed by a number of scholars. Its fault, 
many feel, lies in its numbers. Contemporary sources document the 
fact that 1,758 Dollars were struck on October 15,1794. Hilt mistaken¬ 
ly assumes that the dies used were able to endure their misalignment 
for the entire production run. This seems unlikely; the dies most likely 
clashed early and the majority of the coins struck in October do, in 
fact, show clash marks. The second group of coins, delivered on May 6, 
1795, were dated 1794. It is probable that these were melted due 
to their poor overall quality. The third group of 1794 Dollars were 
included in the 15,268 pieces delivered on May 16,1795. These coins, 
however, were probably dated 1795. 

Hilt divides these groups into three classes. His "Class I" and "Class 
II" were struck from inferior silver; the former from unclashed dies 
and the later from clashed dies. As discussed above, these two classes 
constitute all of the 1,758 struck in October, 1794. Hilt's "Class III" 
coins were struck on better quality planchets; they show clash marks 
similar to those on the "Class II" coins. Hilt feels that since approx¬ 
imately 21 of these have survived, with nearly 1,200 struck. We strongly 
dispute the existence of 21 1794 Dollars on good planchets. The ac¬ 
tual number is far lower. The existence of even e single coin struck 
on a good planchet may well be due to David Rittenhouse having been 
able to produce a smal quantity of high-quality silver to use for strik¬ 
ing presentation coins. Thus, even if only one or two dozen of these 
coins were struck, then the number of high-quality survivors is not out- 
of-line with the number of pieces which Hilt classifies as "Class III" 
strikings. 

Due to its novelty as the first Silver Dollar struck by the United States 
Mint, a relatively high percentage of the original mintage has survived. 
Current estimates place the number at 90 to 120. Tha majority of these 
grade Fair to Very Good. Specimens are, on occasion, found in grades 
up to Very Fine. Specimens which grade Mint State are extremely rare 
and of the highest desirability.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1795 

A total of 18 die varieties are known for the 1795 Flowing Hair type 
Silver Dollar. The dies were prepared by both Robert Scot and John 
Smith Gardner. (See the following note for more information on these 
dies.} Of these die varieties, only three (Bolender-1, 2 and 5) are com¬ 
mon. And of these three, only the Bolender-5 is offered in higher grades 
with any degree of frequency. The overall survival ratio is a bit higher 
for this date than one might enticipate. It has been estimated that 
approximately 4% of the original mintage still exists. This leaves the 
surviving population at 5,500 to 6,000 coins. The majority of these 
grade About Good to Very Fine. Any piece which grades a full Extreme¬ 
ly Fine or better is legitimately scarce and in great demand as a type coin. 

Many 1795 Flowing Hair Dollars are weakly struck at the center 
and lack fine details on upper curls and, especially, on the eagle's breast 
and the upper wings. Mint-made adjustment marks are common. These 
affect the coin's value only if they are particularly extensive or 
unappealing. 

The Blevins Collection contains a total of 12 varieties of 1795 Flow¬ 
ing Hair Dollars. Those missing are Bolender-16,18 through 21; these 
varieties are fairly recent discoveries and all are very rare. Notable 
pieces in the following offering include the very rare Bolender-8, an 
exquisite exemple of the rare Bolender-10, probably the Finest Known 
Bolender-11, a very rare Bolender-12a, and a Condition Census 
Bolender-13. 

Note: The 1795 Flowing Hair dies were prepared by both Robert Scot and his assistant 
John Smith Gardner. It is possfcle to distinguish which dies were cut by which engraver, 
as each man's work contained a number of unique characteristics. Scot's obverse dies 
are readily identifiable by ther lack of a truncation line below the bust. Gardner's obverse 
dies show a truncation fine. Scot's reverse dies show two inside leaves below the eagle's 
wings and drooping haves above the eagh's head. Gardner's reverse dies show three 
inside leaves above the eagle's head and a larger overall size of the leaves. Altogether, 
Robert Scot was responsible for three obverse dies and eight reverse dies. Gardner, 
on the other hand, was responsible for seven obverse dies and for two reverse dies.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1795 
DRAPED BUST 

A total of 42,738 Draped Bust Dollars were struck from two pairs 
of dies during the final weeks of October, 1795. This new design was 
the result of plans by the new Mint Director, Henry William DeSaussure. 
DeSaussure's desire to improve the appearance of the Silver Dollar led 
him to hire the famed artist, Gilbert Stuart, whose drawing of Liberty 
was turned into a coin by the combination of John Eckstein and Robert 
Scot. 

Of the Draped Bust Small Eagle Dollars which were struck, approx¬ 
imately 2,000 to 2,500 have survived. Mint State coins are rare but, 
on a proportionate basis, much less so than Flowing Hair Dollars. This 
design is, as one might expect, in great demand among type collectors. 
A pleasing Very Fine to Extremely Fine specimen can be obtained without 
too great a challenge. Softly struck pieces are the rule; the eagle is 
most apt to lack definition.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1796 

Coinage of the Draped Bust Small Eagle Dollars continued through 
1796. Production was made extremely difficult, however, by the lack 
of good steel for making dies, the scarcity of available bullion, and 
a general lack of governmental and public support for the Mint. 

A total of five die varieties is known; a sixth, which is still included 
in the Bolender reference, is doubted to exist. These constitute five 
separate issues which could conceivably be included in a comprehensive 
type set of United States coins. Approximately 2,000 to 2,500 1796 
Bust Dollars have survived. Of these, 80% are of the Bolender-4 or 
Bolender-5 variety. Most are in worn condition. A Choice Extremely 
Fine or About Uncirculated coin is legitimately very scarce. True Mint 
State 1796 Dollars are of the highest rarity and it is doubtful if more 
than just a few exist.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1797 

The Mint's internal problems which began in 1796 became even worse 
in 1797. As a result Silver Dollar production was severely limited. 
Coinage runs, such as they were, occurred in February, late May to 
late June and in August During each period, different die pairings were 
employed. Thus, three varieties and an equal number of die varieties, 
are known. The Sixteen Stars (9 x 1 \, Small Letters reverse coins were 
struck first The sixteenth star was added to the obverse to signify 
the admission of Tennessee to the Union as the sixteenth state. The 
reverse die had already been used once in 1795 and twice in 1796. 
It was, by 1797, well worn and this accounts for the weakness which 
is diagnostic to the variety. Its resurrection is a poignant reminder of 


the "dark days" which the Mint suffered through in 1797. 

The next batch of 1797 Dollars to be struck shared the same obverse 
as those struck earlier in that year. A new Large Letters reverse was 
employed. Both dies cracked early; the obverse enough so that it was 
destroyed. As a result, the quality of strike for this variety is always 
poor. 

Sixteen Stars (10 x 6); Large Letters reverse coins were the last 
1797 Silver Dollars to be struck. The reverse is slightly different from 
the preceding variety, as the lowest berry near the ribbon now is out¬ 
side the wreath; on the other reverse this berry is inside the wreath. 
This is the rarest individual date of any Bust Dollar coin from 1795 
to 1803. Approximately 400 to 600 pieces survive. As one might ex¬ 
pect, choice coins are quite rare and Mint State 1797 Dollars are ex¬ 
tremely rare. 

This date was a favorite of Mr. Blevins'. His collection contained 
less than nineteen different examples, including all of the known varieties 
and subvarieties. To the best of our knowledge this is the largest offering 
of 1797 Silver Dollars ever to be made at public auction. While not 
all of these coins are extremely choice by current standards, it should 
be remembered that this date is rare and quite underrated. We urge 
all type collectors and specialists to take advantage of this remarkable 
offering.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1798 

The Silver Dollars of 1798 form the most challenging and 
misunderstood issue within the Bust Dollar type. There are a total of 
33 die varieties. While a number of these are quite common, many 
are quite rare. 

The first two issues of this year employ the Small Eagle reverse of 
1795 through 1797. The first variety, Bolender-1, has thirteen obverse 
stars, while the second variety, Bolender-2, has fifteen obverse stars. 
Both of these varieties are scarce. The rest of the Bust Dollars of 
1798 employ Robert Scot's Heraldic Eagle reverse design. 

A number of important types of Heraldic Eagle reverse types are 
known. There are three different date sizes and, varieties are known 
with both a Knobbed 9 and a Plain 9. These can be further broken- 
down into subvarieties by the star configurations on the reverse. 

There are two patterns or configurations of stars found on the Heraldic 
Eagle reverse of 1798 Dollars. These are classified as "normal" and 
"abnormal." The abnormal star configuration is found on those reverses 
which were cut earliest (possibly in 1797; these were probably dated 


179— and completed upon need in 1798). This pattern has stars above 
the eagle's head which are in intersecting straight lines. The stars are 
arranged in two groups of six which are, in turn, shaped in triangular 
formations. The thirteenth star is isolated above the eagle's head and, 
the straight lines formed by the triangles intersect through this star. 
The lowest left star either touches, or is very close to the eagle's beak. 

The normal star configuration is found on those reverses completed 
later in 1798 and, on all Dollars dated 1799 to 1803. (There is one 
exception, 1799 Bolender-15, which employs a leftover 1798 reverse). 
This pattern has stars arranged with the top row paralleling the clouds 
and the middle row forming an arc shape, like a small concentric cir¬ 
cle. The six stars at the left form an imperfect triangular shape, while 
the six stars at the right form an equilateral triangle. The upper stars 
are close to the clouds, while the lowest left star is distant from the 
eagle's beak. 

It is impossible to state exactly why there are two star configura¬ 
tions. As mentioned above, the abnormal star pattern was designed 
before the normal star pattern. It is possible that it was cut by an 
assistant to Robert Scot and, the design was later modified by Scot. 
Or, it is possible that Scot himself cut the abnormal pattern, but decid¬ 
ed to, or was forced to, standardize the reverse. 

The total mintage for all types of 1798 Dollars is 327,536. Of these, 
it is probable that some 7,000 to 8,000 coins survive. High grade pieces 
are, on occasion, met with, but most collectors will be content to ob¬ 
tain a nice Very Fine or Extremely Fine coin for their type set. 

The Blevins Collection contains 31 of the 33 varieties of 1798 Dollars. 
Some of the highlights include multiple examples of the rare 
Bolender-14a, the very rare Bolender-16, the very rare Bolender-17, 
the very rare Bolender-18, two examples of the Bolender-31, plus the 
Bolender-31 a subvariety, two examples of the rare Bolender-32, and 
the Finest Known Bolender-33.

The 1799 is the most common individual date of the entire Bust Dollar 
type. While a number of specific die varieties and / or subvarieties are 
rare, enough coins have survived (approximately 8,000 to 9,000) to 
satiate the appetites of type collectors and specialists alike. 

A number of very interesting varieties are found in the 1799 series. 
These include two different 1799, 9 over 8 overdates, a variety which 
inadvertently has fifteen stars on the reverse instead of thirteen, two 
varieties which have no berries on the reverse and, finally, the unusual 
Bolender-23 which has its obverse stars arranged 8x5.

THE SILVER DDLLARS OF 1800 

There are a total of 16 different die varieties for this year. While 
there are varieties which, by Bolender's numbering system, go all the 
way to number "20," there are no numbers 6, 7, 9, and 18. 

Some of the more interesting varieties for this year include the "AMER- 
CAI" reverses (Bolender-11 and Bolender-19) which have a curved ver¬ 
tical die flaw after the second A in AMERICA. The "Dotted Date" variety 
(Bolender-14) is named on account of conspicuous die flaws in and 
above the first 0 in the date. 

The Dollars of 1800 are among the more common issues of the Bust 
Dollar type. Between 4,000-5,000 survive with most of these grading 
Extremely Fine or less. In strict About Uncirculated or Mint State, this 
is a rare and very underrated date. 

There are a number of rare die varieties for this year. These include 
Bolender-2 and Bolender-3 plus the newly discovered Bolender-20. The 
Blevins Collection contains 14 different die varieties as well as a number 
of significant subvarieties.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1801 

There are a total of 5 die varieties for this year, including the ex¬ 
ceedingly rare "1801" Proof restrike. There are two major types of 
1801 Silver Dollars; these are the "Wide Date" and the "Close Date." 

The 1801 tends to be very rare in higher grades. In fact, this date 
is extremely rare in full Mint State and fewer pieces were sold at auc¬ 
tion from 1972 to 1987 in Uncirculated than any other date of the 
Heraldic Eagle reverse type.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1802 

A total of 41,650 Silver Dollars were struck in 1802. This date tends 
to be among the more common of all Heraldic Eagle Dollars and is one 
of the few which can be obtained in higher grades without a great 
amount of difficulty. 

Varieties are known with an overdate (1802, 2 over 1) and a perfect 
date. In addition, there are extremely rare restrikes dated "1802" which 
used the reverse of 1804. 

The Blevins Collection contains all the known varieties of this date, 
including the very scarce Bolender-1 and the rare Bolender 9.

THE SILVER DOLLARS OF 1803 

The exact mintage figure for this year is unclear as, of the 85,634 
pieces which were reportedly struck, this figure includes at least 19,570 
pieces which were delivered in 1804 and dated 1802. Varieties of this 
year are delineated by having a Small 3 or a Large 3 in the date. 

There are a total of five die varieties for this year plus the extremely 
rare 1803 Proof restrikes. Of these varieties, none can honestly be 
called rare. Bolender-2 is now thought to not exist. Bolender-6 is the 
most common variety of the year and it rates as one of the two or 
three most common of all Bust Dollars regardless of date. 

Excepting the Bolender-6, all varieties of this year are very rare in 
full Mint State. In addition, most 1803 Dollars display a poor quality 
of strike. 

The Blevins Collection contains all the known varieties of this year 
in addition to some important subvarieties.

The published mintage figures for the 1894-S Barber Dime indicate a total mintage of just 24 pieces. In studying the 12 known specimens 
we find that, in most cases, these are not newly discovered pieces but have a weD known pedigree This is likliest because of the theory 
behind the production of these numismatic treasures. The theory revolves around the question of why Just 24 specknens were struck, when 
most other years boasted production of large quantities of coins. The most credible theory deals with the Superintendent of the San Francisco 
Mint J, Daggett. A friend of Daggett who was a banker, asked him to have the pieces struck for presentation to some of his close friends. 
Daggett himself also received three of the specimens with seven others also receiving three piece*. The coins were listed in the Director 
of the Mint's report, thus attaching official status to the coma. The coins were alt struck in Proof also adding credibility to the theory. The 
three coins held by Daggett were given to his daughter Halite, with the advise that she hold the coins untl she was as old as her father. 
She partially followed Ns advise having spent one of the coins for a dish of ice cream. She held the other two specimens and eventually 
sold them to Earl Parker, a San Francisco coin deeler in 1954. Imagine just how much ice cream one could purchase with the value of sn 
1894-S Dime) 

The pedigree of the 12 known specimens Rats many famous and wel known dealers and collector* from both today and our past. Newcomer, 
Boyd, MahL Kosoff. Eliesberg and others heve owned one of theaa numismatic treasure*. What individual will add his name to the impressive 
list of owners? A close exam nation of the known specimens indicates that already as many as 4 of the known 12 specimens are lost to 
the collecting community, destined or held in state or institutional collections. A safe assumption is that as time passes there will be fewer 
opportunities for a private collector to obtain one of these truly great numismatic treasures. It is interesting to note that of aR the "big three” 
coins, only the 1894-S Dime has official status.

Trade Dollars 

A REMARKABLE HOARD OF TRADE DOLLARS 

In the late 1860's and early 1870's, the amount of trade between 
America and the Orient substantially increased. Oriental merchants 
preferred that payments were made with Mexican silver coins. Therefore, 
United States traders had to pay strong premiums for these coins. 

It was therefore determined that it would be of the utmost impor¬ 
tance for the facilitation of Oriental trade that the United States 
authorize the coinage of a Silver Dollar which would be of the exact 
value as of the Mexican coin. 

The result of this legislation was the Trade Dollar which was first 
struck by the Mint in 1873. From 1873 up to the middle of that decade, 
a large number of Trade Oollars wound up in the Orient. Most of these 
coins were chopmarked by Oriental merchants as a sort of "seal of 
approval." 

The following hoard of Trade Dollars was recently found in the Orient. 
None of these coins were chopmarked but the majority of them had 
very dirty surfaces; indicating that they were probably buried by the 
merchant wary of banks. Unless otherwise noted, one can assume that 
all of the following pieces have either been lightly cleaned or will show 
some slight "dinginess" overall. However, the appearance of these pieces 
is generally quite pleasing.
